OAURES OF THE OBTLIAN war | 


it Is Said te Bea Revolt ef the Pro l, 
Againet an @liga chy. 


Dr. W. A. Edwards, who was for ten 
years a resident of Valparaiso, Chili, and 
who has studied the coarse of events in, 
Chili, in a recent interview as to the cause 
of the Chillian revolution, says :—‘* The 
present revolt, aud the manner in which the 
warfare is carried on,” ‘‘ cannot surprise 
any one who is at all familiar with the Chili- 
ans. Chiliis nominally a republic, but practi- 
cally it has long beenan o chy governed 
by thirty or forty rich and influential fami- 
lies. While the rising is nominally agaiust 
the President, it is in reality directed against 
the system of which he is the representative 
and while the personal causes of complaint 
brought matters to a focus, they had little 
to do with the origin of the troubles. 

“*When I trst went to Chili, in 1875, the 
hostility between the inhabitants of the sea- | 
coast cities and those who lived inland was | 
extremely bitter. The landlords for the | 
most part lived in Valparaiso, and the feel: | 
ing was very similar to that in Ireland | 
against the absentee landlords, This land- | 
holding class has practically controlled the | 
Goverument for thirty years,and has invari- | 
ably chosen the President. All legislation 
has been in the hands of a few people, and 
until recently all commissions in the army 
and navy were given to those in sympathy 
with the ruling caste. By holding control 
of the army and navy, however, the ruling 
classes were able to prevent any rebellion 
from breaking out, and by Radoniog war 
against Peru and Bolivia the Goverment did | 
much to make its popular. 

‘ The true history of that war has never 
been written. Such a piratical expedition is | 
unknown in modern times, and it was carri 
ed on with a harbarity worthy of our wild | 
Indians. Whenthe warbrokeoutthe army | 
was largely increased, which accounts for 


the fine showing made by those in rebell on 
against the (rovernmentat the present time, 
as nearly all the leaders are men who gained 
reputation in that contest. 

**Ohili did not try to conquer Peru, but to 
destroy her, inorder that the Peruvians, whe | 
hate the Chilians, might be compelled to ask | 
for annexation. What had once been a rich 
and fertile country has been transformed
